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THE WAITING GAME 


The College has a proposal 
before the government of Ontario at 
this time. It has been submitted to 
the Ontario Council of University 
Affairs, which is an advisory 
council to the Minister in charge of 
that area in Ottawa. This isa 
proposal that Redeemer College be 
allowed to award the Bachelor of 
Arts degree, the degree which the 
secular universities currently offer. 
The Robarts policy of 1964 was 
pushed through to limit the number 
of degree granting institutions in 
Ontario to the number currently in 
existence. An exception of sorts 
was made for the college in 1982 
when we were granted a charter 
empowering us to give the 
Bachelor of Christian Studies 
Degree. College Administration 
decided to take matters one step 
further. 

The Robarts policy is currently 
under consideration by the Ontario 
Government. According to Dr. 
Justin Cooper, College Vice- 
President (Academic), Redeemer 
is not assured of the new degree. 
The primary reason for the 
Robarts policy was to protect the 
financial interests of the provincial 
government. Most of the 
universities of today were born of 
religious perspective but have 
since become secular because 
they. became dependant on 
provincial funding for daily 
operations. Ontario feels that 
Redeemer College may follow the 
lead of the others. While the 
College has promised the Ontario 
Government not to approach them 
for funds, the ministry of Colleges 
and Universities is still suspicious. 

Another consideration on the 


part of the ministry is the issue of 
Academic freedom. It feels that in 
a distinctly Christian institution, 
professors will never be truly free 
to pursue any area they like. The 
Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada raised the 
same question and was quite 
satisfied on this matter during their 
visit in 1985. 

A brief submitted by Redeemer 
College on July 31 of last year is 
indeed a complex document and it 
could be some time before the 
ministry makes a decision on the 
issue. 

Graduates have good reason to 
be hopeful because if the change 
in degree granting status is given, 
their Bachelor of Christian Studies 
may be traded in for a Bachelor of 
Arts. Yes, the change will be 
retroactive to 1982! 

Please consider this matter in 
your personal prayers. A change 
in degree granting status will make 
us very competitive in the 
education market and hopefully be 
enough to offer students a bit 


better deal.

MORE RESIDENCES 


Redeemer College plans to 


increase its student housing 
Capacity by 27 percent this 
summer to accommodate the 
additional students who will wish to 
live on campus this fall. With the 
additional residences 336 students 
can be accommodated on 
campus. 


College president, Rev. Henry 
R. De Bolster said, " As a result of 
the recent announcement that 
Ontario Student Assistance 
Program Grants will be made 
available to our students, the 
board expects a significant 
increase in the number of students 
living on campus. "These grants," 
he added, "have reduced the out 
of pocket expense to cover tuition 
and room and board to $2,000 per 
student per year. Eventhe 


students who do not qualify for 
OSAP assistance need not be out 


of pocket more than $5,600 for 
tuition and room and board, as 
long as they submit their 
applications by June 15, 1987." 


The cost of the new units that 
will accommodate an additional 
72 students is estimated to be 
just over $.6 million. If enrollment 
continues as expected the 
construction process will begin 
during the summer months.

The athletic year has drawn toa 
close here at Redeemer College.
